Iam very free to wifh, all the Enemies 
of God and of his People torn ¢o peices, £ 
mean as to their Power; for as totheir Per- 
fons, my Duty is to wifh their Converfion, 
and pray for it. 

But as I dm now arguing the ciyjl and poe 
litick Intereft of Nations s if you will have 
it fo, that nothing, but the Fall of the King 
of France fhall {erve you, of the Eafinels of 
performing which, or its Impoffibility rae 
ther, J foall fpeak beresfrer , but I fay, we 
muft come to fhareing this Bear Stin, pray 
let us examine the Bottom of the Pretencs 
alittle. 

Are you for pulling down the Man as 2 
King, or the French, as « Nation ? if you 
will come to perfonal Revenge, and ’tis the 
mecr Man you fight againft; that ’tis only 
Lewis XIV. you would pnli down,— chen

ie remains to enquire, who will you 
place in his Room ? if bis Son, or any of 
his Blood, he will be under the fame Ma- 
nagement, att by the fame Councils, move 
by the fame Meafures, fight by the fame 
Armies and Generals, and you have done 
nothing at all, or nothing to the purpofe, 
which is the fame thing. 

If it isthe French Power, that you would 
pull down, how would you difpofe it? if you 
would fet it up undera new Name, will 
you argue, who fhall have the Preference ? 
if you would take away both Name ard 
Nation, you would certainly fal out about 
THE PARTITION. 

Nor could the wifeft Head in Europe 
now propale,-who to divide this Monarchy 
of France among; thofe that have the 
largeft Claim by Right of Satisfation for 
the Burthen cf the War, have fo much al- 
ready, that fhould fuch Additions be made 
to them, the Ballance of Power, that thing 
we are fo sender of, and with fo much Caufe, 
would be in more Danger of being broken, 
than it was betore. 

To begin with England; fhould we put 
in for the old Claim, and demand the IJa- 
veftiture of thofe Capitai Provinces, we en- 
joy’'d under Edmerd \Wt. as Normandy, Ac- 
quitsin, Poitou, Guienne, Gafcoune, Oe. 
by this we fhouid poffefS fo much the fu- 
periour Provinces tor Wealth and Trade 4 
and our Naval Power be fo increafs’d, no 
Trading Nation could be fecure in us, we 
might, whenever we pleas'd, opprefs the 
Szates of Holland, and ruln their Trude, 
interrupt the Spaniards, and eut them off 
fromtheir Trade, cake away the Eajt-Jnlia 
Trade from one, and the Weff-JnJdia from 
the other. 

Should the Spsnisra take fram them Bure 
gundy, Franche Compte, Langumdec, and Pro- 

~vence, and thereby jo\n togeker the Do- 
minions of the Houle of Axffeia, Europe 
would be com fenlible of mhms bas been, not 
to be unea@e at what might dé tiie Conle- 
quence of fach a Cunjacdtim or Powers 
which wf it fhuild ever dewalve vpon one 
Head, as‘tis now ; but im sme Houfe, would 
foon give him Power and Wealth enough 
te entlave the whole World. 
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Where then would you beftow this great q 
Monarchy? Suppofe, God fhould throw it 
into your Hands, 4s J cannot fo much as bope — 
ke will; if you could agree to divide it, you 
are not fit co be crufted with ic; if you 
fhould go about ir, and not agree init, as 
you moft certainly would mor, where would it — 
end, butin unraveiling all your Conquefts, | 
aud raifing the Power you have now re» 
duc’d, toa Pitch of Greatnels, equal if nog 
fuperiour to what it was before. , 

Should the Englifh Army now enter Pj- — 
cardy; and fuppoling France unable'to make 
any confiderable Reiftance; fhould they 
there cut ouc large {Psflefions for thems 
felves, and conquer Nor midy and Bretaign, 
what would che World fay; while you | 
went on to enlarge your privase Conquefts, — 
before others had regaim'd what they had 
loft, and while they were yet bridied by 
the Berriers of Fortifications, with wrich — 
France has enviroo’d ber elf as a Wail 
aod which are like Ketrers upon their Feet, 
and Irons upom their Ha ds, remaining 
Badges of thear yet unalter’d Tondege. 

I cannot but lay ic dowmaeva Rule, chat 
to attempt fharcing of Brawceand making — 
Conquefs, would be thesenfy Stepto make 
Vidory fatal co the Convederacy, and lofe 
all we fought for; it would certamly caufe 
the Contederates to fall off from one ano- 
ther, and the Variety of Claims, cf Ine — 
terefts, and Jzaloutie ot Families and States, 
would embarafs and undo the whole. 

Let me then come to the Point, what is 
our trie! cereti ? and whisdo we ask of 
the French? what is it we feek ‘orand fight 
fur ? what is it We would have, or.as be- 
fore, WHAT'S NEXT? and fill my An- 
fwer isas beture, Nothing but PEACE, 

Well, but fay fume, and with Realon 
enough, the Term is too general you talk 
of, Peace that’s an extentive Word, you 
had a Peace, at Refmyck; you began this 
War your felves, you were not fatisfied — 
With Peace, when you hed it 3 how can you 
pretendto Aghttor Peace ? Se

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what is before us, before 1 come to the 
main: and then I fhall lay down, what 
Sort of a Peace we ought to be content with, 
were the French King much more in our 
Power, than ever he is like tu be. 

Tis true, we had a Peace at Ry/wyck, 
nor am 1 of the Opinien it was altogether 
fo bad a Peace, as fome People will ima- 
gine, or would have it be call’d 5 nor had 
the King of spain liv’d, would ic have been 
found fo. 

The Dominions, vaft Countries and flrong 
Towns the French then deliver’d up, were 
fuch a Curb to his Power, that had he noc 
jump’d into Poffefhen ot th : Spanifh Monar- 
chy, he had been fufhiciently fecur’d sgainft 
hurting you for many Ages to come. But 
he gain’d at once all the Spanifh Nether- 
Jandy, a Congueft he might have been 7 
years Mafter of the Field, ané not have 
obtaiad by War; and «his has cof] you all 
the Foil fimee. tn Ady, he cain'd Pofle 
fon ef © Bureby of Atdlan md Munt- 
ferrat, whe Kingdoms ot Naples and Sictly 3 
and wii this Fiekt at Aamwclies, you have 
beaten him ou o} ncta Foot ef thete; 
except 4 part of Gueldre and (he lictte Pro- 
vince of Limbourg, inbicw cy which hr has 
almoft ruin’d the Duke of Savoy,and brought 
him to the laft Ex remity. 

It is this Invation of Power ard Pacroach- 
ment upon the Right of another, which has 
been the Reafon of this War; and to fay 
we were not content with the Peace, is to 
fay, what docs not appear to be true in 
Faét. 

Tis true, fome Defeéts were found in 
that Peace, as the Count Palatine taking 
Advantage of the Proteftants, and outing 
them of their Churches; Negleé& of our 
Trade, andthe like ; but Time might have 
re@tified thefe thicgs without a War. 

The feizing the Spznifh Monarchy could 
no way have been prevented, but by the 
Treaty of Partition having been executed, 
which thofe that fo much diflik’d it, have 
never yer been able to mend. 

But now does itany way follow, that be- 


~ caufe the Preaty of Ry/myck had not reduc’d 
the King of France tofuch Terms, as were 
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a perfeét Security to all Parts,that therefore 
No Peace at all muft be ever made with 
him ; that he can be held by no Treaty ; 
and that by a Peace, he will fo recover 
himfelf, as always to be able to divide, 
crufh, and encroach upon the Confede- 
rates; that no Terms can be made with 
him, but what he will break thro’ at Plea- 
fure 5 no Security, no G iarrantee ftrong 
enough to oblige him tokeep it longer than 
he pleafes, and the like; and that there- 
fore he muft be deftroy'd, his very Govern- 
ment diffolv’d, and divided as a Spoil ? 

This is trying the Kingdom of France by 
a high Commiffion Court, and bringing her 
to the Barasa Criminal; finding her Guilty 
of Invalion, and putting her to Death for 
the Crime; and if you will do this, you 
muft do it by a Fury of Nations; for all 
Things as w:llas Perfons are to be try’d 
by their Peers, and £ am perfwaded, you 
would never find Twelve of them would 
apree in their Verdiét. 

Let nu Man then pretend, that France 
maft be deitroy’d;, Delendz ef, is indeed 
put upon the Exorbitance of France, but 
on its being a Nation, is an Abfurdity, would 
fo dafh with th: common IJnterefts of the 
Confederates, that not any two Branches 
of the Confederacy would be brought to 
agrec to it. 

Why then fhould any People be fo weak 
to think, chatno Pcace can be obtain’d from 
France, which we may be effeétually fecure 
in, Lie Duke of Marlborough muft be very 
allegorical ia his Expreffion of a firm and 
folid Peace, if he meant a full and total 
Subvertion of the French Monarchy ; orelfe 
his Grace muft be more ignorant, than we 
have any Reafon to believe him, or than 
we hope they will find him; that he fhould 
pray for what could be no Security tous, . 
and which if we had it, would do us no 
Good ; nay and fight for it too, for his 
Grace openly profeffes to fight only, bring 
the Enemy toa Neceffity of accepting firm | 
and folid Peace s and a moft glorious Defign 
it is, a moft juftifiable Rule toaé& by, and 
anfwering all the true Ends of a Chriftian, 
a King, and a Heroe. ae 


Allthen we nave to defire by this War, 
isalafting, firm, folid and effcétual Peace. 
That’s the Grave of War, the fujl Pericd 
of all the great A€tions of the Field , never 
ask any more WHAT'S NEXT, there is 
aothing atter this chat relates to Progreflion; 
Pesce is the Dearh of War, and the Hes- 
ven of Kingdoms, all atter thac is or may 
de Enjoyment and meer Felicity , the Re- 
ward ot Trouble, and the Purchace of all 
the Dangers and Experiments of the War. 

_ [te remains now to the farcher explaining 
his Subject, to enquire what kind of 
Peace it is, we would or rather ought to 
ye content with, — and whit may be fufh- 
cient to deferve the Name ot a Peace in 
the prefent Profpeét of our Affairs. 

And this is a large Field too great to 
enter upon inthis Paper, the Treaty of it 
will require a Congre(s of National Coun- 
cils, and a little Perliamenc of Plenipo- 
tentiaries ; how foon it may be concluded, 
T know not; the Peace of Alunfizr was 3 
Years a concluding, the Minifters rifing and 
falling in their Demands, as the Succels of 
the War fluth’d or diicourag’d them; the 
‘Lreaty Gy Nimeguen was above 2 Year in its 
Concluiion; and had noc been concluded 
then neicker, if the Women had not had as 
much Influeace as the Men, and more too. 

The Treaty of Ayfiick was foon brought 
toa Head, but moi Men thought that 
hafty finifhing the chief Error of the Trea- 
ty3 and foie willlay the lounger a Treaty 
is making, the longer it will hald, as is par- 
ticularly exemplified in the 3 Treaties jutt 
mention’d, Alwrfler, Nimeguen, and Ryy wick 5 
thac which was § Years amaking, hasheld 
50, that which was 2 Years a making, held 
about 14, that which was § a Year a ma‘ 
king, held 1 Year and !. 

Afid our Treaty is nui yet begun, God 
knows how long, it thall laff; { am per- 
fwaded, if we were once entred france, 

it will not bz lung.a making. Nay, fone 
willfay, the King of France will fead us 
Charte Blancke, and make the Queen Arbi- 
trefs -° che common Cuule. 
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and in my next I fhall enquire impar 
what isthe true Intereft of this Caufc 
fight for, and what Peace we would ask, if 
the Churte Blanche were to be fll'd 
England. ee 
ADVERTISEMENTS.
